SOME SHARP CRITICISMS

Union Leaders Say That It Is Time 
for a Radical Change in Deal- 
ing with Labor Questions. 
Promises Made by Can- 
non and Fair- 
banks. 


Washington, D. C,, March 19.— 
Speaker Cannon and “~Vice President 
Fairbanks today announced their be- 
lief that the present congress will pass 
en employers’ Hability act which will 
meet and overcome tne unconstitution- 
ality of the present law, pointed out by 
the supreme court of the United States 
in a recent decision. 

These statements were made unre- 
servedly by Speaker Cannon and by the 
vice president to a dejegation, led by} 
President Samuel Gompers, of the 
American Federation of Labor, from 
eighty-seven nationa] and internationai 
trade and labor unions and organiza: 
tions of farmers, assembled in a na- 
tional conference in this city. The dei- 
egation called on the speaker to lay be- 
fore the house of representatives, 
through him, a memorial entitied ‘’La- 
bor's Protest to Congress.’’

“The workers fee] that congress itsel' 
must share our chagrin and sense of 
injustice when the courts exhibit an 
utter disregard for the real intent and 
purposes of laws enacted to safeguard 
and protect the workerg¢in the exer- 
cise of their normal activities.

Through the careful management of 
Asa G. Candler, president of the Cen- 


tral Bank and Trust Corporation, ap- 
pointed receiver for thig bank by the 


court, a one-fifth payment on account is 
now about to be made and it is stated 
that the second will be made in three 
months and the entire deposit paid off 
inside of two years, 

There are over 9,000 depositors who 
are to participate in this payment of 
Saturday, when a third of a million 
dollars will be put into general circu- 
lation through this medium. 

Mr. Candler decided that it would be 
a physical impossibility to have the 
9,000 depositors call in person at the 
bank on Saturday and be paid off. so

With this end in view, a week ago, 

a corps of six clerks were put to work 
drawing’ off these checks. Twenty per 
cent of the individual deposit was made 
out and registered. 
These checks were then turned over 
to the officers of the bank and were 
signed by Prsident Candler, Vice Presi- 
dent Patterson or Cashier Coles. 

As fast as signed and registered, they 
were placed in envelopes and  ad- 
dressed. These were dumped into the 
large waste baskets of the bank and 


each night locked in the vault. e 
Each of the officers has signed his 


named over 3,000 times, on checks 
alone in the last three days and 
writers’ cramp is almost the result in 
each tnstance. Two copies of the reg- 
istration are kept, one for the receiv- 
ers’ record and one to be filed with 
the court to show the disbursement of 
the money. Of the 9,000 depositors to 
be paid off in this way over 2,000 of 
them have on deposit less than $2.50 
and over fifty have 2 cents and under. 
It is expected that every depositor, 
whose book has been handed in, will 
receive a check like the above during 
Saturday. ;

Rome, March 19.—Nothing is known 
here of the attitude or the royal fam- 
ily with reference to the reported en- 
ef the duke of Abruzzi and 
Miss Elkins, hotwithstanding’ the state- 
ment sent out from Rome, purporting 
to be a forecast .of tne court's action 
in the event of a marriage. It may be 
observed, however, that as there has 
been no official dental of the duke'’s en- 
gagemeng to Miss Elkins, it is gen- 
erally taken to be true. 

Furthermore, if King Victor Emanuel 
disapproved of the engagement, he un- 
doubtedly would have made known his 
objections, as the Italan law governing 
marriages among the members of the 
roval family hold such unions invalid 
without the consent of the king.

Attorneys Say That It Is Against 
the Law to Arfest Children Une 
der Twelve Years of Age.

According to the legal opinions of 
several prominent lawyers, the police 
violate the law when they arrest chil- 
dren under ten years of age, and when 
over ten if the offenses committed are 
trifling. 3 

The Juvenile Protective Association 
has secured this information and can; 
if-it proceeds, probably give the police 
officers some trouble if they inaist 
upon arresting children for offenses 
that are not at all serious. 

The association has been acting on 
the arrest of children for some time 
with a view to breaking it up. . The 
members hold that children have been 
arrested in Atlanta for such “offenses” 
as playing marbles on the sidewalks, 
fiying kites in the streets, quarreling 
or chasing squirrels in the parks. 

On last Wednesday afternoon the as- 
sociation met in the Century building, 
when the legal opinions as to the arrest 
of children were read and referred to 
a special legislative committee com- 
posed of James L. Anderson, W. W. 
Landrum, W. 8S. Witham, E. Van Win- 

le, W..R. Hammond, and the com- 

ittes met and after reading the opin- 
fons endorsed them and decided to 
have them published. 


Will Policemen Be Prosecuted?

morning from the Baptist church. The 
remains reached here early this morn- 
ing from Florida, and were accompanied 
rby his daughter, Mrs. R. A. Ellis, at 
whose home he died, and his son, Wal- 
ter L. Beck, of Chicago, and were met 
phere by his son, Judge Marcus W. Beck, 
of Atlanta. 

Professor Beck, as he Was called by 
the people here, where he lived many 
years as pastor of the Baptist church, 
and principal of the school, was great- 
ly admired and loved throughout this 
section.

STEEL - POINTED BULLETS

FOR MURDER OF HIRSOVITZ 


Four Negroes Are Now Awaiting 
Trial in the State Courts—De- 
tectives Say They Have 
Strong Evidence in 
Three Cases. 


Jim Madden, Tom Frazier and Wood- 
son Davis, three negroes, were bound 
Over by Judge Broyles yesterday after- 
noon charged with the murder of Jacob 
Hirsovitz, who was shot to death jin front 
of his pawn shop, !10 Decatur street, 
on the nigth of February 29 while in a 
ecuffile with @ negro who had entered 
his shop, and, selzing a pistol, had en- 
deavored to make his escape through the 
door. 

When on the sidewalk the negro cried 
out to two confederates standing near- 
by to shoot. This they did, Hirsovitz 
falling to the sidewalk mortally wound- 
ed, while his assailants made their es- 
cape in the darkness, 

Barnett Bovuker, a negro, was bound 
Over about a week ago after having b2en 
positively identified as one of the men 
who fired the shots that killed the pawn 
broker. The other negroes, however, 
Were at liberty at thar time, and it was 
only a fyw days ago that they were ar- 
rested. The police and detectives say 
they have evidence sufficient to fix the 
crime on at least two of the negroes. 

The clew which led to the arrest of 
the negroes was obtained a few days 
after the crime was committed when it 
became known that Jim Madden, a negro 
employed at a local coal yard, had 
complained on the day after the tragedy 
that he had hurt his back getting away 
from the place at which the Jew had 
been killed.

Washington, March 19.—Following | 
speeches by Messrs. Bowers, of Missis- | 
sippi, and Keifer, cf Ohio, in support!

appropriation bill for amendment. 
An amendment by Mr. Taylor, of Ohio, 
to restore the pension agencies which 
the bill drops in the interest of the con- 
solidation of pension disbursements in 
Washington, aroused considerable dis- 
cussion. Mr. Taylor besides insisting 
that the proposed reduction would 
work a great hardship on a large num- 
ber of clerks now employed in these 
offices, who would be required to come | 
to Washington, declared that the econ- | 
omy sought to be effected would not be, 
realized. 
Mr. Stafford, of Wisconsin, maintained | 
a similar position. 
The amendment was opposed by Mr. 
Gaines, of Tennessee, on the ground 
that one general agency would facili- 
tate the work of paying the pension- 
ers. e 


Rough Riders from Ohio. 

“The rough riders from Ohio are in 
the saddle and they cannot spare any 
of the places,’ was the ‘comment of 
Mr. Fitzgerald, of New York, in the 
course of an argument tending to show 
that the president would not discon- 
tinue the agencies, even if congress 
withheld the appropriation for them, 
The president, he declared, needed the 
placese to promote his political claims. 

If, Mr. Fitzgerald said, it was pro- 
posed to abolish the agencies, it should 
be done by specific enactment end not 
leave a loophole for the president. 
“Don't let the president get away with 
the G. A. R. on this,” he said, “and say, 
‘Why, congress was wrong, I have the 
power to abolish these agencies if that 
is proper and even if I have not, it 
would not make much difference. If 
I thought it should be done consider- 
ing the way I have acted in the past, 
and congress without proper investiga- 
tion decreed that my appointees, the 
men I need in this coming fight, shall 
be cut out of their rations by the big 
stiek, I woud not stand for it.’'” 

Mr. Fitzgerald referred to the referee 
system and charged that appointments 
were being made wherever possible of 
men not the friends of the speaker of 
the house, the vice president or Senator 
Knox, “or some other distinguished and 
worthy republican,” for the purpose of 
corralling delegates, “who, if they are 
not for the president, are for his 
shadow.” 

He asserted that Secretary Garfield 
had access at all times “to the cabinet 
room and tennis court of the white 
house,” and said, “don’t let the presi- 
dent weep tears for the old soldiers 
while his confidential young man tries 
to ‘work’ congress on the quiet.” 

If Mr. Garfield was sincere in recom- 
mending to congress the abolition of 
the seventeen agencies, “why,” He in- 
quired, “did he not tell this to the 
president, the big man, the strong 
man? Why did not the president do 
it?’ 

Edwards Worrtes Dalzell. 

In the course of a strong plea for the 
amendment, Mr. Dalzell, of Pennsylva- 
nia, was interrupted by Mr. Edwards, 
of Georgia, with the inquiry if it was 
not true one of these agencies was in 
Pittsburg?

On points of order by Mr. Dalzell, 
there was stricken from the bill the 
provisions authorizing the commission- 
er of pensions to group pensioners for 
payment on certain dates, authorizing 
the chief clerk of pension agenciés to 
act in the absence of the agents, and 
authorizing the agents to designate 
clerks to sign the agent’s name to pen- 
sion checks. 

The bill then passed. It carries an 
appropriation of $150,869,000. 

At 5:09 p. m. the house adjournéd.

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KILLED NEGRO 
ON HIGH SEAS 


Taylor Found Guilty of Man- 
slaughter for Killing 
Jamaican Negro. 


New Orleans, La., March 19.—A jury 
in the United States circuit court late 
today returned a verdict of guilly as 
charged in the case of George ‘B. Tay- 
lor, formerly of Rockville, lll. He was 
charged with manslaughter in connec- 
tion with the killing of Thomas E, Sum- 
mers, a Jamaican negro, on board the 
Norwegian steamer Ellis while on the 
high seas bound from Colon to New 
Orleans. 

The case created considerable com- 
ment at the time of the killing, owing 
to the fact that it was thought there 
might be some question as to the mat- 
ter of jurisdiction, but it was decided 
that the American courts should handle 
the case. 

Taylor was the only witness intro- 
duced in his behalf, and he testified 
that he had been drinking heavily for 
several days prior to the killing, and 
was not conscious of having committed 
any crime until the day following the 
killing, when he was questioned by the 
master of the vessel and called on deck 
to witness the burial of Summers. 

Taylor is said to have been employed 
as a conductor on the Panama railroad, 
and was leaving the isthmus on a vaca. 
tion at the time of the Killing.

BRYAN TALKS OF FAITH. 


There Can Be No Great Work With- 
out It, He Says. 


Chicago, March |9.—Faith in God, in 
the Unjted Stateg government, in man- 
kind and in ones self were discussed by 
William J. Bryan today in a speech de- 
livered to students and instructors at 
the Armour institute, 

“There are larger things in this life 
than the holding of office and there 
are greater questiong for men to con- 
sider than those treated by govern- 
ment,” said Mr. Bryan. “One of the 
greatest of these jis faith, which is a 
practical question entering the life of 
every one of us. There can be no great 
work without faith. But the faith in 
yourself must have a proper feundation 
If you are going into a great fight, you 
must have great purpose. You must 
have faith in mankind. Better trust and 
be deceived occasionally than not to 
trust at all. 

“You must have faith in your form 
of government. It is the best govern- 
ment that was ever conceived in the 
mind of man. It {s not perfect, for 
when the democrats are in power you 
can prove that the government is not 
perfectly all the republicans and when 
the republicans are in power no proof 
ts necessary to show that it ig not per- 
fect. 

“You must have faith in God, which 
is the most important of all. Man 
needs the Inner strength ang conscious 
presence of an infinite God. That gives 
strength not only to resjst temptation, 
but also strength to fight the battles of 
truth.”

THREW BOMB AT THE CZAR. 


Man Accused of That Offense Ar- 
rested in Chicago. 

Chicago, March 19.—suspected of hav- 
ing sought the life of the czar by 
throwing.a bomb at the palace in St. 
Petersburg more than a menth ago, 
Antonio Siteso, late of Kisheven, was 
taken into custody yesterday by the 
Chicago police.

STARTED PANIC 


So Senator La Falletie Charges 
in Speech ta Senate 


a nae DID HIS BEST 


To Meet the Conditions Created by 
the Panic—Blind Senator Gore 
Speaks of New York 
Financiers. as 
Pirates. 


Washington, March 19.—Directing his | 
remarks to the charge formerly made 
that the recent ..nancial stringency 
was started bv great bankers and 
financiers. Senator La Follette today 
declared that since he spoke on Tues- 
day he had secured additional tnforma- 
tion proving that his charge was cor- 
rect. He read a letter signed by H. KR. 
Vermilla, auditor of the Washington 
Life Insurance Company, calling upon 
an agent to send premiums, collected 
weekly, to New York, and he said such 
letters were sent to agents of that com- 
pany all over the country. 

“Other New York insurance compa- 
mies,” said Mr. La Follette, ‘‘controtied 
by identical and allied interests at the 
same time, gave similar instructions to 
their state managers throughout tfe 
country.” 

Blind Senator Gore Interrupts, 

Senator Gore, the blind representative 
of Oklahoma, interrupted to ask 
whether, in view of the charge made 
by the senator from Wisconsin, the 
president was justified in congratulat- 
ing the men who brought on the panic. 

“Does the senator think,’ he said. 
‘that President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Cortelyou were not star actors in that 


performance, or at least that they con- 


gratulated the chief actors when it was 
over?” 

He quoted from a letter sent by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt to Mr. Cortelyou. 

Mr. La’Follette deprecated tmNe idea 
of bringing partisan politics into the 
discussion, and said he did not propose 
to be drawn into cniticism of the presi- 
dent,, who had done the best he could 
do to relleve the situation, and had not 
thought it wise at that critical moment 
to attempt the punishment of the in- 
cendiaries who had started the contfia- 
gration which the president sought to 
put out. 


Condition Confronted Roosevelt. 


“Whatever the agencies were back of 
that panic,’’ sad Mr. La Follette; 
‘whatever the purposes were behind it, 
the president and his secretary of the 
treasury were confronted with a cond!- 
tion. The panic was on,” declared the 
senator. “He saw that legitimate bDus- 
iness was put in peril and the responsi- 
bility came to him as the head of the 
government, and to his ssecretary, as 
the head of the treasury department. 
Where else could the money have been 
sent to stop the panic, no matter what 
influences might have been behind this 
bell ?"’ 

Senator Bailey said he agreed with 
the Oklahoma senator, that the money 
should have been sent to the abnks 
throughout the country, whose money 
was in New York, and. was kept from 
them, amd he did not think such a per- 
formance should have been ended by @& 
letter of congratulation crom the pres- 
ident. 

Mr. Gore said he justified the presi- 
dent “in standing and delivering to 
these pirates and depositing with them 
the people's money when their dagger 
was at his throat. But I cannot,” ne 
said, ‘“‘excuse him for congratulating 
the pirates as public-spirited benefac- 
tors. I excuse the president for helping 
the incendiaries who Kindled the fire, 
but I ean hardly go so far as to ap- 
prove his proclamation of them as tne 
deliverers of the country.” 

Mr. Gore stated that he heartily 
agreed with the senator from Wiscon- 
sin, ‘that Mr. Rockefeller and Mr. Mor- 
gan brought on this country a panic 
which had ripenea to a point of fall- 
ing. but he did not think they should 
be hailed as benefactors afterward.” 

Referring to the Aldrich bill as orig- 
jnally reported, Mr. La Foilette declared 
that the railroad bonds had _ been 
‘whisked’ out of the measure. 

“We are not through with that prop- 
osition.” he added. ‘It will apearT 

ain and again until finally it is over- 
whelmingly Sonten or until it is worked 
in and engrafted upon the currency sys- 
tem of this countrv.”"” He then discuss- 
ed at some length his resolution for 
the valuation of railway property which, 
he said, had bee.. sent to the commit- 
tee on interstate commerce, but had not 
been reported. ’ 

“This is not the first time in the his- 
tory of legislation,’ he continued, “that 
the chairman of the committee on fi- 
nance has brought in propositions, DY 
executive decree, to work railroad 
bonds into the treasury department, as 
bearing on the financial operations of 
that great department of the govern- 
ment.’ 

Mr. LaFolblette said he would resume 
his discussion ‘Monday next.

ELEVEN WOULD SUPPORT BILL 


Written Statements Secured. From 
Eleven of Them Declare Em- 
phatically Against Ship- 
ments of Liquor Into . 

Dry Territory. . 


Toccoa, Ga., March 19.—(Special.j— 
Eleven of the thirteen members of the 
Georgia delegation in congress have put 
themselves on recotd over their own 
signature as favoring a bill in congress 
which will, in effect, prevent the ship- 
ment of liquor from a wet state into a 
dry state. . 

Last October the Georgia Baptist As- 
sociation, composed of the Baptist 
churches in the counties of Oglethorpe, 
Greene, Taliaferro, Wilkes, Lincoin, Co- 
lumbia, McDuffie and Warren, memorial- 
ized the Georgia members asking that 
they support such a measure. 

‘Captain W. G. Barrett, of Washington, 
Ga., was appointed chairman of the com- 
mittee which had the memorial in 
charge, Captain Barrett is on a visit 
to Toccoa, and has with him the replies 
or Senators Bacon and Clay and nine of 
the eleven members of the house, 


Stand Taken by Clay and Bacon. 


In his ‘reply, Senator Bacon says: 
“Since you ask an expression of my 
views on this subject it gives me pleas- 
ure to say that I recently stated in a 
speech on the floor of the senate that I 
was in hearty sympathy with the pur- 
pose of this measure and that congress, 
so far as it can be done within the lim- 
its and restrictions fixed by the consti- 
tution, should so legislate as to make 
the laws of the individual vs.ates effec- 
tive. 

.“When this.question comeg before the 
senate for final action, I shall give it 
careful consideration, recalling the inter- 
est of Georgians in the measure.” 

Senator Clay says: “I have your‘favor 
with memorial 
congress, urging congress to secure leg~ 
islation prohibiting the shipping of 
liquors from a wet into a dry state. 1! 
have such a measure now pending and I 
believe the entire delegation from Geor- 
gia are in accord on these views.” 

Hon. W. G. Brantley, of. the eleventh 
district, enters more fully into the dis- 
cussion of the subject, and seems to 
doubt the constitutionality of an act 
which would reach the desired end. His 
letter is as follows: “I am in receipt 
of your circular~ letter of the 6th in- 
stant in behal€ of certain resolutions 
adopted by the Georgia Baptist Asso- 
ciation concerning a proposed regula- 
tion of interstate commerce, 

“The question involved is one of great 
importance, and really goes to the very 
foundation of our government. One oO! 
the primary purposes of the constitution 
of the United States was to make cOm- 
merce free, and legislation that proposes 
to restrict or interfere with the freedom 
of legitimate commerce its contrary to 
this purpose. Our state being sovereign, 
has the power to regulate the conduct of 
its own citizens; its power, however, 
does not extend into some other state 
to regulate the conduct of the citizens 
of that state. The right of the citizens 
of such other states, therefore, to enter 
4nto contracts for the sale and delivery 
@ iegitimate article of commerce into 
@ae state cannot be annulled and sst 
esi@e through any power now existing 
in owr state, or that could be granted to 
it by congress. Congress has undouSted 
power to regulate commerce between the 
states, and it is equally undoubted that 


}the states hawe ne power to regulate 


such commerce, nor @@m such power he 
conferréd upon them by comgress. 

“The supreme coumt @f the United 
States has declared that the right ef o 
citizens of one state to ship intoxicat-

States. The court has further declared 
that the right of a citizen of a state 
to receive intoxicating liquors from 
another state for his own personal use 
is also a right derived from the con- 
stitution of the United States. In the 
face of these declarations by our court 
of last resort, the exceeding great dif- 
ficulty in fully carrying out the reso- 
lutions of your association is appar- 
ent. 

“Without attempting any discussion 
of the question, which would be im- 
possible within the limits of an or- 
dinary letter, I. would say that In my 
opinion whenever a state prohibits its 
own citizens engaged in the sale of 
mny article..of .commerce __ produced 
within such a state, the same prohibi- 
tion should extend against the sale 
within the state, of the same article 
introduced from another state. 


Planning Restricting Measure. 


*T have in mind the passage of a law: 
regulating the transportation of liquors 
ir interstate commerce 80 as to have 
them always identified and known as 
intoxicating WMquors by whoever han- 
dled them, thereby enabling the receiv-, 
ing state to keep track of all liquors 
shipped into the state, and of the per- 
sons who receive them, ang thereby 
the better enforce its laws against the 
illegal sale. I have also been endeav- 
oring for several years to secure the 
passage of a law that’ will prohibit 
Cc. Oo. D. business in intoxicating 
liquors in interstate commerce—a law 
most desirable to be had.

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PROGRESS TOWARD THE BOND ISSUE. 


The committee of twenty-five representative Atlantans appointed by the 
chamber of commerce to inquire exhaustively into the merits of the million- 
dollar bond issue proposal has met and outlined such methods of procedure 
as will, within a short time, put the people of Atlanta in possession of plain 
facts upon which they will be able to take aggressive and intelligent 
action. 

Under the plan adopted, the committee will be organized into nine sub- 
committees, each one of which is assigned one of the phases bearing. vitally 
on the tissue. The reports of these nine subcommittees are to be coordinated 
and harmonized by still another committee. 

That these molders of Atlanta sentiment realize the advisability of all 
speed compatible with conservatism is shown in the arrangement whereby 
the three committees charged with ascertaining the specific improvements 
now demanded for the good of the city, the favorability of the land, labor 
and material markets, and the status of the money market as regards the 
flotation of bonds, will return reports to the general committee within 
one week. 

This means that the fundamentals underlying the proposed bond issue 
will be forthcoming within a few days and, in all likelihood, that the cham- 
ber of commerce will be in a position to return a verdict for or against the 
bonds by next Thursday or Friday. 

The Constitution views the steps now taken as constituting definite 
progress toward the materialization of the issue. We are also of the 
opinion that the farther these wideawake, discerning business men penetrate 
into the merits of the proposition, the greater will become their conviction 
that an affirmative verdict means progress in line with the past record of 
Atlanta. 

The most patriotic and broad-minded business men of Atlanta are now 
taking evidence in a case that involves the welfare of the city and that of 
each class of its residents. Their decision may be awaited with the assur- 
ance that it will be one founded on equity and eminent business sense. 


REMOVAL OF SOUTHERN’S CASH. * 

Possibly the most surprising and unexpected incident in connection with 
the Southern railway’s recent removal of its cash deposits from Georgia 
banks to those of another state is the admission by the state railroad com- 
mission of that company’s complete justification in its course. 

This interesting statement is made in the conclusion to Chairman 8. G. 
McLendon’s reply to President Finley's letter stating that the Southern rail- 
way had withdrawn its deposits from Georgia because of the practice of 
certain lawyers in attaching funds kept on hand to be used in the ordinary 
course of business. The chairman says: 


The railroad commission of Georgia very deeply regrets the circumstances 
which compel you to remove your deposits from the state of Georgia and which 
justify you in making such removal. 


Can this be possible? Is it true the railroad commission finds its way 
clear to granting justification to a railroad in pursuing such a course, what- 
ever may be the aggravation? . 

But, the commission having done this, it is proof convincing that there 
is something the matter; there must be an evil, committed by an agency 
other than a railroad, which demands a remedy. 

There are indications that regulation of some sort is needed elsewhere 
than with the corporations; the. statement of the commission practically 
clinches this fact, 

Whatever the general assembly, or any other agency, can do to remedy 
a situation which makes it necessary for one railroad to move more than 
half a million dollars out of commercial channels in Georgia, will be more 
than welcomed by every business interest in the state. 

It is to be hoped the remedy will come with sufficient promptness to 
forestall other such losses to commercial Georgia.

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MR. BRYAN’S HUMAN RETORT. 


Mr. Bryan appears to have given a very effective, certainly a very hu- 
man, retort to his critics in a letter made public by Editor Gonzales, of The 
Columbia (8S. C.) State. 

The Nebraskan declares, very logically, that the question of his avail- 
ability as a candidate is not one on which his own judgment should pre- 
vail and that he has “simply stated jt is a question for the voters of the 
party to determine.” 

Bu he is especially forceful and, again, very human, when he asks, “If 
the democratic voters believe that I can assist the party by being a candi- 
date, why should I refuse? And why should I take the advice of a few 
editors who have never been friendly rather than the advice of millions of 
democrats who have been colaborers with me for more than a decade?” 

It would be rather difficult to be just, consistent and logical and, at the 
Same time, deny the plausibility of the argument advanced by Mr. Bryan. 
In the trivial affairs of life, as in those which bear instrumentally on our 
ambitions and our destinies, we do not accept the counsel of those avowedly 
hostile to ourselves and our interests. Rather do we accept the judgment 
of friends tried in loyalty amd against the support of whom no charge of 
bias of persona! prejudice or personal interest may fairly be brought. 

Whatever may transpire at Denver, and whatever effect his leadership 
may have upon the success of the democratic party in the coming election, 
the plea of Mr. Bryan for fair treatment and the “square deal” is one which 
May not be disregarded.

It is evident to the most casual observation that a change has come over 
the dreams of the statesmen supposed to safeguard the interests of the 
, people at Washington. Following the recommendations of President Roose- 
‘velt in his autumn and his special messages, there was a furore of talk and 
a fusillade of windy threats against the gentlemen who manipulate the shell 
games on the New York cotton exchange and in other markets affecting the 
staple products of the country.

And whatever the verdict is, 
let us remember that a greater and better interest is taken in politics today 
than ever; also, that to Roosevelt more than to any other man is owing this 
high morale. 


No man accepts cheerfully the responsibility, real or fictitious, for com- 
mercial disorganization and the unsettling of universal values. Mr. Roose- 
velt is intensely human when he resents the imputation from certain sources 
that the uneasiness from which we have been suffering is traceable solely 
to his efforts at rehabilitation of the bodies politic and commercial. Com-

OTHER ROADS 
ARE LINING UP 


Looks as if All of Them Will 
Come in on 2 1-2 Cent 
Basis. 


There are growing indications that 
practically all of the railroads in Geor- 
gia will, ultimately, come into the 
agreement under which they will be 
permitted to put their flat passenger 
rate at 2 i-2 cents a mile, provided 
they issue 2,000-mile bookg for busi- 
ness purposes at 2 cents and 600-mile 
books for family use at 2 I-4 cents. 

It is believed, The Constitution an- 
nounced yesterday, that the Georgia 
railroad will conclude to take advant- 
age of this opportunity by putting in 
these mileage books to secure an in- 
crease in its flat rate from 2 1-4 to 
2 1-2 cents per mile. This action has 
already been taken by the Atlantic 
Coast Line, which was also a 2 |-4- 
cent road. 3 

While nothing definite has been heard 
from the Western and Atlantic and the 
Atlanta and West Point, there appears 
reason to believe that they wil) like- 
wise accept the conditions, which will 
result in their securing a valuable in- 
crease in their fiat mileage rate from 
2 cents, the present rate, to 2 |-2 cents 
per mile.

MR. ROSSER DENIES RUMOR 


President Board of Education Says 
Board Never Has Rows—Pian 
and Style of Building Is 
What Rumor Says May 
Cause Row. 


There is some talk going around 
about a prospective row in the board 
of education when it meets next Thurs- 
day afternoon. It is said that the new 
school building in the fifth ward is 
likely to precipitate such a catastrophe, 


igs nothing of the kind going to take 
place, and he states that no “rows” 
ever occur in the board, but merely 
“differences ef opinion.” 

If a row does occur the true inward- 
ness of it will probably never be 
known, as the board will hold one of its 
usual locked-door sessions and only 
that part of the proceedings will be 
given out which the secretary is in- 
structed to make public. 

The row that is being talked about is 
said to be due because of a disagree- 
ment or “difference of opinion” in re- 
gard to the nature of the fifth ward 
school butlding. 

It is said that the finance committee 
of council has provided for an eight- 
room, two-story building and _ the 
board of education will insist upon a 
twelve-room, three-story building. 

This will be one cause of a “differ- 
ence of opinion,” it is said. 


Contracted With Bleckley. 


The board* has alreddy contracted 
with Architect Harrison Bleckley for 
the plans and he has agreed to do the 
work for 2 !-2 per cent instead of 5 
per cent, the regular rate, and he made 
this cut, it is claimed, because he will 
practically use the plan which he drew 
for the new fourth ward school on 
North avenue. 

Architect Charles Wachendorff claims 
that he was not given a chanec t@ bid 
on the fifth ward school and that he 
wanted to superintend the work, 
as he was born and raised in that ward 
and was willing to work cheaper than 
Architect Bleckley. He also claims, it 
is sald, that he won first prize in a 
competitive bid on schools and was en- 
titled at least to an opportunity to bid 
on the fourth ward school. 

It is said that both architects have 
friends in the board of education and 
that this “difference of opinion” may 
cause the expected row. 

When seen, President Rooser, of the 
board of education, stated that he 
knew nothing of any prospective row 
in the board. He said that the board 
did not intend to try to erect a twelve- 
room, three-story building, but did 
want a twelve-room, two-story build- 
ing. This is four more rooms than the 
finance committee provided for. 


Knows Nothing About Row. 


“I have heard absolutely nothing 
about any row,” said President Rosser. 
“It is true that we have agreed to ac- 
cept Mr. Bleckley’s plans and did so 
without asking for any bids from other 
architects. We were satisfied with 
the school he built in the fourth ward 
and as he agreed to build us one like 
it with some improvements and at a re- 
duced cost, we took his plans, but we 
did not do this until we had consulted 
Mr. Morgan. We did this some time 
ago with the hope that we would have 
the money so we could start work on 
the fifth ward school early this year, 
but we haven't got the money yet.” 

President Rosser said that rows did 
not occur in the boatrd of education. 

“We have differences of opinion some- 
times, like all public officials will have 
occasionally,” he said, “but we settle 
all such among ourselves without any 
trouble.” 

The board meets next Thursday af- 
ternoon and will, as usual, hold a se- 
cret session. Alderman Key's open 
session ordinance is still hanging fire 
in council.

Made Able Speech at Albany 
Hanquet Last Night 


HE WAS GIVEN AN OVATION 


Mr. Candler Said That While We 
Are a Commercial People, We 
Must Never Be a Commer- 
cialized People—Banquet 
Brilliant Affair, 


Albany, Ga., March 19.—(Special.)—A 
hundred and seventy members of the 
Albany Business League occupled seats 
in the dining-room of the New Albany 
hotel this evening, during the annual 
banquet of the Albany Business 
League. It was one of the most bril- 
liant affairs in the history of the city’s 
various commercial bodies, and was 
preceded by the league’s annual busi- 
ness meeting, held in the hotel parlors, 

The out-of-town guests of the Busi- 
ness League who responded to toasts 
were Asa G. Candler, of Atlanta, who 
was the first speaker; J. Hansell Mer- 
rill, of Thomasville, and J. D. Massey, 
of Columbus. Mr. Candler received an 
ovation, and his address was one of the 
hits of the evening. Mayor Tarver, 
Judge F. F. Putney, Joseph S. Davis, 
A. J. Lippitt and Judge D. F. Croslan 
also responded to toasts. 


Mr. Candler’s Speech. 


Mr. Candler spoke as follows: 

No ignoble motives nor petty interests draw 
us around this board ionight. The purposes, 
efforts and enterprises of commerce are not 
necessarily sordid or unworthy. 

There is a fashion in some quarters to de- 
cry our age as a commercial age and our 
|}country as a nation of shopkeepers. Such 

talk answers well the ends of a certain eagy 
(sort of grandiloquent declamation, but in 
truth it is often far more ignoble than the 
sins which it decries. It is deficient in sin- 
' cerity and not less wanting in common sense. 

Commerce serves higher objects than gain. 

It tends to wear off those prejudices which 
‘separate and alienate communities and nations 
‘from each other. It draws them together 
by one of the strongest of bonds—the desire 
(of supplying mutual wants. It disposes man- 
i kind to peace by creating a body of citizens, 
| bound by their interests to be the guardians 
|of public tranquility. 

An ill-grourded lamentation is heard here 
and there to the effect that the exalted sentt- 
ment of the old south, with its /elevated 
civilization, are becoming obsolete, and that 
in their stead is springing up materialistic 
views of the new south, which forebode an 
evil era of mammonism. For one I cannot 
join in such gloomy and dolorous expres- 
sions. For the old south and al! its tradi- 
tions, I have the most profound reverence, 
but nothing that really made it great and 
good has passed away, and I welcome the 
new south wh all its added benefits and 
blessings. I rejoice in- the fact that in mat- 
ters commercial the south is just now coming 
to its own. It never possessed so much ma- 
terial prosperity and its morality and tntel- 
ligence were never higher than at this very 
moment. We have a system of schools un- 
known—I had almost said undreamed of— 
before our civil war, and our institutions of 
higher learning are better equipped than ever 
in our history. . All the forces which make for 
righteousness and peace are stronger and 
more active than at any former time. 


The South Blessed by Nature. 


Meanwhile the volumes of our commerce 
have expanded and continue to expand with 
every passing day. The stars fn their courses— 
the invincible forces of nature—fight for us. 
Our people dwell within those parallels 
where the mightiest men of the world have 
been born and nurtured. It hag sometimes been 
said by a certain class of superficial the- 
orizers that the climate of the south ener- 
vateg and induces to indolence. But they for- 
get that Solon. Lycurgus, Moses and Madi- 
son, the greatest lawyers of all the ages 
from Adam to Roosevelt. were southern gen- 
tlemen. They overlook the fact that a soutlg 
ern climate did not suffocate the spirit of 
poesy in Homer. Virgil, David, Dante and 
Sidney Lanier, all of whom were southerners 
of the atrictest sort. Tt seems to have 
escaped their notice that Demosthenes, Cicero, 
Isaiah, Saul of Tarsus and Patrick Henry, 
the most eloquent orators known to the 
world, poured fourth their thrilling pertods 
from southern bosoms upon southern ears 
They appear to have forgotten that Hannibal, 
Caesar. Alexander. Napoleon and Robert FE. 
Lee, the mightiest of military chieftains, 
conceived their great campaigns fn southern 
brains and lead southern men to the most 
renowned victories. 

Our delightful climate !s not an explana- 
tion of nor an excuse for failure, but a 
stimulus to greater achtevements. Indeed, my 
fellow citizens, in commerce and labor, we 
have no failure to explain or to exterminate. 
Before the war we were the most prosperous 
and dominant section of the most prosperous 
nation on the earth, and since the close of 
that bloody conflict, fought on our soll, our 
people have gathered up the fragments of 
their resources left by Invading hosts and 
have made themselves rich @ and powerful 
again. It is verfest nonsense and wildest ab- 
surdity to claim that the immense crops we 
have made eince the war and the wonderful 
recuperation which we have brought to pass 
have heen wrought by the hand of an indolent 
and enervate people. If our people have been 
idje, surely they are wizards In conjuring 
from the soll, without great and wnconquer- 
able effort, such vast harvestea, Our cotton 
crop alone is an international defense to the 
commerce of the entire union. 

The recent financial flurry, a panie so0- 
called, was gmollified, if not conquered, by 
the south’s cotton crop. Our fleecy staple, 
increasingly necessary to mankind, drew gold 
from the hoarded stocks of Europe and thus 
in a crisis expanded the currency without 
debasing it—nothing short of a miracte itn 
money marts. In that great crop alone 
our section has a material] and beneficent mo- 
nopoly which gives us now and ever will 
give us a commanding tnfluence among men 
the world over. ‘Cotton wgs king’’ in 1860: 
tg ‘‘king of kings’’ now. Since ite manufac- 
ture fas begun in our own territory the cot- 
ton fiel@ and the cotton factory having been 
brought together, ite royal rule been 
strengthened and expanded. 


Wonderful Natural Resources. 


At the same time the world is eagerly seek- 
ing our lumber, our fron. cement. coal and 
best gold. Such eombtination of rich resources 
can scarcely be found tn any other part of 
the planet—earth. Wo ordinary reverses can 
arrest our progress and no common disaster 
can restrain our prosperity. In fact, by every 
token, the commerce of the south is at the 
beginning of a marvelous expansion. The 
cutting of the Panama canal cannot fafl to 
oulcken fits flow and increase its volume. 
The trade of the future wil] surely be on the 
Pacific. The world’s maritime commerce 
Wag fn Its beginning on the Mediterranean 
sea, and so continued until the discovery of 
the new world by Columbus. Then ft moved 
out upon the Atlantic oc@éan and has cen- 
tered there during the last four centurtes. 
But now it fs advancing to the Pacific: the 
last of the great oceans: there it wil! re- 
main to the end of time. By the late war 
with Boain the hited States has made of 
the Gulf of Mexico an American lake. Into 
that body pour many navigable streame, 
which, wandering majestically through the 
south, bear ite products on their bosoms tnto 
the channels of international trade. Not a 
few trunk lines of railway are headed tn the 
same direction.

It came diréct to The Con- 
stitution that.the road would probably 
take this step, though not that. it had 
determined to do so, because, as Mr. 
Scott states, final determination hes 
not yet been reached.

Miss Morrison Talks 
of Spring Time Modes 


New York, March  19.—(Special.)— 
Among the many southern business 
women here looking over the Parisian 
models in exclusive shops, and supple- 
menting her stock of imported materi- 
als, trimmings and laces, is Miss J. C. 
Morrison, of Atlanta, one .of the best- 
known modistes in the south. 

“Are times hard In Atlanta?’ 

“No, indeed,’ said Miss Morrison, when 
interviewed by a reporter on fashion, 
“We have forgotten the fall gossip about 
hard times. Our spring season has ac- 
tively begun.” 

‘“Wihat are the new or prevailing fash- 
ions?’ was here asked. 

“Why, Il should say without hesitation,”’ 
replied Miss Morrison, ‘that in the 
models I have seen there is a general 
tendency toward the old Grecian drap- 
ery effect, though two or three of the 
leading houses \continue, with slight 
changes, the styleq of the past season. 
The emplre effect, however, is con- 
tinued by everybody. 

“Concerning skirts: That of Paquin 
is exceedingly plain, decidedly tight 
over the hips and slightly draped just 
below the knees, forming two or three 
gracefu] plaits. In many of his models 
the bottom does not measure over 4 
yards.

rately than ever with embroidery and 
lace and hand work. 

“Blue is the color,’ de®iared Mise)

I read the other day where a pitcher was shot all f6 pleces and his noor, 
body dragged through the dirt and grime to the bench by the manager of the 
baseball nine. I threw up my paws in holy horror. The recital of such bru- 
tality on the ball field made my blood run as cold as do the Arctic brooks Yn 
ridwinter. I also saw where another pitcher was punched eight times ini 
‘wo innings. Foor thing! Cannot something be done to prevent a recurrence 
of such terrible cruelties?—A Gentle Reader. 

Answer—We fully agree with you on the awfulness of the accidents that 
befell the two hurlers in question, and, with you, we earnestly pray that the 
brutalities will not occur again unless they are handed to the pitchers of the 
Opposing teams when the regular season opens. Pitchers of the opposition 
can stand the attacks much better than those of the home team. The warm 
weather tends to alleviate their suffering. But the only way to altogether stop 
the shooting and punching is to bring big show glabmen to the minor leagues 
and have rank bush leaguers stacked up against these premier hurlers. Then 
there would be neither shooting nor punching. The manager was but kind 
to drag his pitcher to the bench. Had his poof, wounded carcase remained in 
the line of fire he would have been even worse mutilated and that would have 
been diagusting to players and fans alike. Nothing is so heartrending as a 
player in this plight. The manager showed the kindness of his heart in this
